He was unconscious for 
forty-eight 
hours.

21.— W illiam 
Booth was born April IO, 1820, 
in 
Nottingham, the son of a merchant. 
Booth’s father died when the son was 
a lad, and the boy was put to work. 
Though his fam ily wero Episcopalians, 
W illiam , when IS, joined the Method­ 
ist church. 
Not eloquent, but filled with holy 
zeal, he met with instant success. Af­ 
ter his marriage, he and 
bis 
wife 
traveled as evangelists over England 
for several years. He severed his re­ 
lation with .denomination 
churches! 
after his church had refused to sanc­ 
tion what it termed 
his 
sensational j 
methods and plans. In 1865 he began' 
his real campaign along the lines of; 
his after-work. By 1877 he was at tho 
head of a new sect and in 1878 
it 
took the name of the Salvation Army. | 
Booth was called the ‘‘General’’ 
and 
gradually the m ttltary form of the or­ 
ganisation grew. T h e 'Salvation Arm y! 
became recognized as a living and ef­ 
fective religious 
institution, 
worthy 
of everybody’s admiration. The army 
now has posts in 59 
countries 
and 
colonies and holds services in thirty- 
four languages. 
In 1907 Oxford gave General Booth 
the degree of Doctor of C ivil Law and 
London presented him with its free­ 
dom. Booth made a memorable trip to 
Japan when he was 80 years old and 
shortly after came 
to 
the 
United 
States. He was 
constantly 
touring 
England and the continent, in later 
years in a motor car, and giving five 
and six lectures a day. In France he 
was bitten in the eye by a fly, causing 
tho affection which necessitated the 
first operation. Cataract developed in 
the other eye. The general was totally 
blind when he died. 
He was a w riter of books and mags* 
line articles. One of his most notable 
books was “ In Darkest England 
and 
the W ay Out.” General Booth’s eight 
children entered bl* work and all but 
one, Emma Booth Tucker, are alive. 
Bram well Booth, hia eldest son, is ex­ 
pected tqf succeed his father aa head 
of the Salvation Arm y which Is thor­ 
oughly organized.
